there was enough in his Purſe to recompence the paines. Hedyed, 
the fellow (after the Country way) buricd him inhis Clothes, bur: 
diuing into his Pockets, tooke out thirty Pieces; and ſtore of white: 
Money ; with which in trinmph, roaring to his Companions, and 
boaſting what hee had done, they all (like tall Souldiers) threw:
